BY SERVICE BOARD 


Kinsey to Ask State to 
Authorize Construction 
of Elevated Connection 


With Market. 


The City Board of Public Serv- 
ice voted today to authorize Presi- 
dent Milton M. Kinsey of the 
board to request the State High- 
way Department to approve con- 
struction of an e'cvated approach, 
to connect the Express Highway 
with Market street, at a point 
east of Grand boulevard. 

Arthur C. Meyers, director of 
streets and sewers, proposing the 
action, cited a recent federal act 
by which federal funds are author- 
ized to be spent in urban areas 
under direction of state highway 
authorities. In this case, the city 
would acquire the right of way, 
and the Highway Department 


would prepare the plans for a 


state-federal project, in co-opera- 
tion with the city.

Vir- 
tually all had been submitted ear- 
lier to the International Military 
Tribunal, trying the 22 ranking 


| Nazis as war criminals, 


Goering was shown to have been 
prominent in the negotiations for 


the absorption of Austria, to have 
given false assurances of friend- 
ship to Poland, to have ordered 
the first million slave workers 
brought to Germany from Poland 
and to have sponsored the Nazi 
program of looting occupied Eu- 
rope of its art treasures. His 
major role in the impoverishment 
and persecution of the Jews was 
retold and his plan for exploiting 
Soviet Russian resources was men- 
tioned. 

The fat, former Reichsmarshal 
squirmed uneasily when Albrecht 
called him “the father of the Ges- 
tapo and the concentration camp.” 

Case Against Von Ribbentrop. 

Then a former British attor- 
ney general, Sir David Maxwell 
Fyfe, started presenting the case 
against’ Von Ribbentrop, whom he 
branded as “an extraordinary 
meddler” in virtually every phase 
of Nazi aggression. 

In a sarcastic voice, Fyfe recre- 
ated the diplomatic career of the 
former champagne salesman. 

The bespectacled, one-time am- 
bassador to the court of St. 
James’s stared fixedly as the Brit- 
on read excerpts from the diary 
of Count Galeazzo Ciano relating 
how Italy first learned definitely 
that Poland would be attacked in 
1939: 

“It was at his residence at 
Fusch that Von Ribbentrop in- 
formed me, while we were waiting 
to go to eat, of the decision to

The severed leg of an infant

Plans being made for walk- 
outs here of 16,000 workers in 
steel, meat and electrical in- 
dustries as part of nation-wide 
strikes. 

The embargo on all railroad 
freight shipments to the immediate 
St.. Louis area which cannot be 
handled because of the strike of 
1500 truck drivers employed by 
364 drayage and business firms 
here was imposed by the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, 

Exceptions Listed. 

Its purpose is to prevent ac- 
cumulation of ,freight at local 
terminals and warehouses, but it 
is not applicable to shipments for 
private siding deliveries “and will 
not affect consignments of coal, 
sand, gravel, fruits, vegetables and 
railroad materials, 

Representatives of the AFL 
Teamsters’ and Chauffeurs’ Union 
and the Team and Truck Owners’ 
Association met this afternoon in 
an effort to end the strike, now in 
its second day. The dispute in- 
volves union demands for wage 
increases and other benefits. 

The strike has shut off de- 
liveries of foodstuffs to retail 
grocers from wholesale houses, 
except for one chain of markets 
which employs its own drivers, 
and spokesmen in the wholesale 
food industry said prolongation of 
the strike will result in a serious 
shortage of goods in retail outlets. 

Some retail operators were pick- 
ing up consignments in automo- 
biles and trucks at the wholesale 
houses, but officers of the truck 
drivers’ union are “suggesting” 
this practice be stopped because 
of possible trouble.

Demand. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
As President Truman announced 
today that a slight increase in 
steel prices would be granted in 
the face of a steel workers’ strike 


threat, top government wage-price 
administrators and their staffs 
conferred at length on the possi- 
bility of granting price increases 
in the meat packing industry. A 
steel strike is set for Jan. 14; a 
packing strike for Jan. 16. 

Both industries insist they need 
higher prices to meet CIO de- 
mands for wage increases approxi- 
mating 30 per cent. 

A third strike, among 200,000 
CIO United Electrical Workers at 
Genera] Electric, General Motors 
and Westinghouse, is set for Jan. 
15. The price question has not 
yet been raised actively in that 
dispute. 

Inability to pay is not an argu- 
ment, either, in the General Mo- 
tors strike of 175,000 CIO United 
Auto Workers out since Nov. 21, 
or in the three and one-half month 
dispute of some 40,000 CIO oil 
workers whose strike in Septem- 
ber led to seizure of the plants by 
the Navy. Wage increases of ap- 
proximately 30 per cent are sought 
by both unions. 

Oil Pay Demand Cut. 

O. A. Knight, president of the 
oil union, said last night it had 
agreed to cut its demands for a 
30 per cent wage increase down to 
18 per cent, as a pattern for set- 
tling the industry's dispute. Knight 
submitted the proposal to the oil 
industry fact-finding board. 

President Truman’ conferred 
yesterday with Chester Bowles, 
Office of Price Administration 
chief, on the question of a steel 
price increase. 

Later it was learned from per- 
sons in a position to know that 
Bowles told the President the 
OPA could not recommend now a 
price boost to cover the $2-a-day 
wage increase demanded by the 
union, 

Concessions Opposed as Policy. 

Bowles’s stand served to empha- 
size strong opposition building up 
among those responsible for main- 
taining stabilization controls to 
pegging any price increase to 
wage boosts. These officials con- 
tend that to give in now—under 
the pressure building up in this 
final week before 1,100,000 work- 
ers are due to walk out—would 
scuttle postwar controls. 

This attitude, it was learned 
from persons close to the series of 
crucial conferences, blocked agree- 
ment at the last minute yesterday 
on a price policy for the meat 
packing industry. 

The conferees were said to have 
been close to a decision to grant 
the meat packers an increase on 
government purchases — which 
represent a large percentage of 
the industry’s output — without 
touching the price to civilian con- 
sumers. 

According to the tentative plan, 
the packers would have ‘realized 
enough from this to offset 5 or 6 
cents of the CIO Packing House 
Workers’ demand for a 25-cent 
hourly increase. Added to the T% 
cents at least one of the Big Four 
packers—Swift & Co.—has of- 
fered, thig would permit an in- 
crease of 12% or 13% cents. Other 
sources said the total increase 
under study was 17% cents, but 
that figure could not be broken 
down. 

The Federal Conciliation Service 
acted last night to prevent the 
scheduled strike Jan. 21 of 30,000 
CIO workers at 11 International 
Harvester Company plants. Shortly 
after the CIO United Farm Equip- 
ment and Metal Workers union 
announced the strike call, the Con- 
ciliation Service said a fact-find- 
ing panel would be named by Sec- 
retary of Labor Schwellenbach to 
investigate the union’s demand for 
a 30 per cent wage increase. The 
union wag asked to cancel the 
strike. 

Here is the way the price con- 
ferences and other developments 
fit into the strike picture: 

Hopes for U. 8. Steel Offer. 

Hopeful that pace-setting United 
States Steel corporation will make 
an offer in the final week before 
the scheduled strike, the Govern- 
ment is trying to clear the way so 
this can happen. A good offer 
could lead to resumption of col- 
lective bargaining, as requested by 
the President's fact-finding panel, 
and might avert or shorten next 
week’s strike action. 

While the steel union strike of 
$00,000 members is set for Monday, 
there will be no walkout in the 
plant of Lehigh Foundries, Inc., at 
Easton, Pa., employing 600 work- 
ers. Company and union officers 
have signed an interim agreement 
providing for an immediate 12 
cents an hour increase graduat- 
ing to 21 cents an hour maximum 
as production tonnage increases. 

Top priority is being given to 
reaching a meat packing policy 
decision so Conciliation Director 
Edgar L. Warren can lay a gov- 
ernment-backed compromise plan 
before conciliation conferences in 
Chicago tomorrow, Thursday and 
Friday.

‘No Doubt,’ He Says, That Safeguard Issue 
.N.O. Group Can Be 


Satisfactorily. 


LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes said on his 
arrival here tonight there was 
“no doubt” that the atomic safe- 
guard issue which has arisen 
within the American delegation to 
the United Nations Organization's 
General’ Assembly would be 
worked out satisfactorily. 

Byrnes, his wife and nine others 
landed in President Truman’s big 
plane at.Bovington airport in mid- 
afternoon, making the trip from 
the United States in 14 hours and 
55 minutes. The pilot said this 
was a record crossing for a C-54 
plane, 

Byrnes said he expected to have 
an early talk with Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, a mem- 
ber of the delegation, whom he 
termed his friend. He also sent 
word to British Foreign Minister 
Ernest Bevin through a Foreign 
Office official that he hoped to 


see him tomorrow. 
Statement to Reporters. 

Receiving reporters in his hotel, 
Byrnes was asked whether he 
thought the atomic question, which 
has become a major issue inso- 
far as secrecy safeguards are con- 
cerned, would be worked out sat- 
isfactorily. 

“IT am sure it will be,” he replied. 
“There can be no doubt of that. 
Whenever people have the same 
objective they never have trouble 
finding language to reach the 
objective.” 

Byrnes said he had issued his 
statement in Washington last 
night that the United States veto 
in the U.N.O. Security Council 
could be used to protect American 
atom bomb information in order 
to help out reporters in the United 
States. Two or three reporters 
had submitted questions about the 
atomic bomb resolution which the 
big powers will sponsor at the 
U.N. O. meeting, he explained. 
Byrnes will meet with the Amer- 
ican delegation tomorrow morn- 
ing. The General Assembly will 
convene Thursday for the first 
time, 

Britain Reported in Agreement. 

Two British news agencies re- 
ported the British delegation to 
the U.N.O. “will accept the Amer- 
ican interpretation of the resolu- 
tion to set up the proposed atomic 
control commission.” 

Exchange Telegraph said the 
main point to which Britain will 
agree is that the resolution will 
grant no authority to the com- 
missioners to visit atomic produc. 
tion plants and investigate the 
processes used in the United 
States. 

The British Press Association 
said Byrnes’s statement on atomic 
energy last night “is felt to be in 
accordance with the atom talks 
between Prime Minister Attlee 
and President Truman,” 

The British Cabinet was re- 
ported to have debated for two 
hours the problem of atomic en- 
ergy as it relates to the United 
Nations. 

“It is now hoped,” the British 
Press Association said, “that the 
controversy which has. suddenly 
flared up among the United States 
delegates over atom bomb secrets 
will subside without any drastic 
and dislocating steps being made 
in America, such as the use of 
the veto.” 

Truman Phone Call Story. 
Afternoon newspapers in Lon- 
don gave banner headlines to 
Byrnes’s trip and to what they 
termed a “split” and “possible con- 
troversy” over the atom problem. 
The stories appeared after Van- 
denberg and John Foster Dulles, 
New York lawyer, did not attend 
a press conference yesterday with 
other members of the American 
delegation. 

The London Star reported that 
Truman had intervened person- 
ally with a trans-Atlantic tele- 


phone call in “a last minute ef- 
fort to prevent a split in the 
American delegation.” .The_ ac- 
count said the President appealed 
“particularly to Senator Vanden- 
berg” to refrain from resigning 
until he talked with Byrnes. 

Dorsey Fisher, press attache at 
the American Embassy, said, how- 
ever, there was “no reason what- 
ever” to believe that Truman had 
intervened. Vandenberg could not 
be reached for comment. 


BYRNES STATEMENT 
ON ATOM CONTROLS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes, before 
leaving for London last night, is- 
sued the following statement as- 
suring the nation of atomic energy 
Safeguards once the United Na- 
tions Commission begins function- 
ing: 

“In accordance with usual prac- 
tice, the resolution as to the con- 
trol of atomic energy will. un- 
doubtedly be. referred to a com- 
mittee and our representatives 
will have ample opportunity to 
make certain that there is no mis- 
understanding as to the purpose, 
scope and operation of the com- 
mission, 

“The phases of the problem 
which the commission is to in- 
quire into are the phases of the 
problem raised by the discovery 
of atomic energy referred to in 
the opening sentence of the pro- 
posed resolution. The problem re- 
ferred to was not how atomic en- 
ergy is produced, but how it shall 
be controlled in the interest of 
peace. I do not see how the lan- 
guage used can possibly be con- 
strued to give the commission au- 
thority to obtain’ information 
which is not publicly available or 
which is not voluntarily given to it. 

“Under the United Nations 
charter neither the assembly nor 
any commission created by it has 
authority to compel action on the 
part of any state. The language 
of the resolution makes clear that 
even as to the exchange of basic 
scientific information for peace 
ful purposes the commission has 
authority only to make recom- 
mendations. 

Veto Right in Council. 

“While our delegation to the 
assembly may vote to authorize 
a study by a commission of the 
international problems raised by 
the discovery of atomic energy, 
such action could not give to the 
commission the authority to de- 
cide what information the United 
States or any other government 
should place at its disposal, 

“If the commission, upon which 
the United States is represented, 
recommended the exchange of any 
stated information, this recom- 
mendation would go to the Secur- 
ity Council. Action by the Se- 
curity Council requires the 
concurrence of the five permanent 
members, including the United 
States. Therefore, unless the 
United States concurs in the rec- 
ommendation it could not be 
adopted. 

“If the United States concurred 
and the Security Council adopted 
the recommendation, it would 
still be for the Government of the 
United States by treaty or by 
congressional action to determine 
to what extent that recommenda- 
tion should be acted upon, If 
action is required by treaty it 
would take a two-thirds vote of 
the Senate to ratify the treaty. 
Under all these circumstances I 
think the interests of the United 
States are fully protected. 

“Before the first session our 
delegation will have a meeting 
and we will have an opportunity 
to @iscuss all subjects on the 


agenda.”

TAMASHITA TRIED 
10 STRIKE DOWN 
SUPREME GOURT 


Government Argues Jap 
Asks for Aid From Tri- 
bunal He Sought 
Destroy by War.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
A Government attorney reminded 
the Supreme Court today that 
Japanese Gen. Tomoyuki Yama- 
shita, who now seeks the tribunal’s 
help, had tried to “strike down” 
the court by waging war against 
the United States. 

Yamashita has appealed to the 
court to intervene in the military 
commission trial at which he was 
sentenced to death for condoning 
atrocities while commanding Jap- 
anese forces in the Philippines. 

Summing up arguments against 
Yamashita’s plea, Assistant So- 
licitor General Harold Judson told 
the court that the Manila trial 
was fair and added: 

There is nothing novel in this 
case except that an enemy com- 
mander is seeking the protection 
of a civil court which he tried 
(by warfare) to strike down. If 
one of our own citizens would be 
tried on such charges in our own 
civil courts he would be convicted 
quickly.” 

Judson Lists Charges. 


Judson recited the iist 
charges against Yamashita, in- 
cluding murders, massacres, be- 
headings, burning alive, shooting, 
torture, rape and “other vicious 
revengeful acts.” 


Army attorneys named to de- 
fend Yamashita contended, how- 
ever, that he had not committed 
any crime. Capt. A. Frank Reel 
related to the court that an 
American brigadier general, dur- 
ing the Philippines Insurrection, 
once ordered death 
over 10 years of age who were 
able to bear arms. Reel said the 
American officer also ordered the 
torch put to everything that would 
burn on Samar island.

The State Department denied and 
denounced today an accusation 
that policies of the German exter- 
nal property commission permit 
Nazi agents to ‘dissipate and 
camouflage” German holdings in 
foreign lands. 

The statement—its language un- 
usually strong for an official doc- 
-ument — followed published  re- 
|ports quoting Russell Nixon, act- 
ing United States member of the 
commission, as protesting against 
what he termed “inadequate 
measures” by the agency. 

Nixon, former Harvard Uni- 
versity instructor, declared on 
Saturday that he was being with- 
drawn from Berlin by the Treas- 
ury at his own request. He said 
that “wrangling over’ pressing 
precedure” is giving Nazis abroad 
“time to bury themselves under 
dummy corporations where 
cannot get at them.” 

The State Department termed 
Nixon’s statement “full of mis- 
chievous inaccuracies and mislead- 
ing innuendoes” and a “clear dis- 
service to the cause of the Allied 
nations.” 

It reaffirmed the Department’s 
intention “to prosecute vigorously, 
as it has been doing, the question 
of German external assets” and 
declared that it is keeping Russia 
fully informed. 

From -responsibie sources it was 
learned that the State Department 
has received estimates that there 
are approximately $1,000,000,000 to 
$1,500,000,000 worth of German as- 
sets outside Germany. This same 
source said that not all neutral 
countries have fully complied with 
the Potsdam resolution which 
called on neutrals to disclose Axis 
assets.

Charges that the Board of Al-

from the Board of Aldermen.” As- 
sertions by the aldermen that “We 
are your best friends,” failed to 
placate the veterans 

Members of the veterans’ group 
appeared before the aldermanic 
committee in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to have board rules waived 
and a public hearing on the bill 
now pending in the board, which 
would relax the zoning restric- 
tion, advertised immediately. Fif- 
teen days’ notice of such public 


men, hearings are not set until 
after bills are given a second read- 
ing. The zoning bill will be read 
for the second time Friday. 
Opposes Further Delay. 


George Londa, 226 Newell drive, 
Ferguson, chairman of the Veter- 
ans’ Committee, said, “It may 
seem ridiculous to argue about a 
few days time, but this situation 
has been dragging along for 
months and one day is a lot of 
time for a man who has no roof 
over his head. The Veterans’ Cen- 
ter informs us it has had nu- 
merous calls from persons living 
in restricted areas who have 
rooms they would rent but can- 
not.” 

At one point during the session 
the aldermanic committee showed 
signs of weakening. Alderman 
Charles E. Albanese, floor leader, 
started to move that the notice of 
a public hearing be inserted in to- 
days newspapers. However, he 
was overruled after Associate City 
Counselor Oliver Senti advised 
against disregarding board rules, 
on the ground that the entire ef- 
fectiveness of the bill might be 
enjoined in Circuit Court. 


Some consternation was caused 
among the aldermen when, after 
they had pointed out that the bill 
was not submitted to 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann’s Emer- 
gency Housing Committee until 
Dec. 21, they were «asked why 
some alderman had not initiated it. 

“City officials all over the coun- 
try are responsible for the present 
housing shortage,” Londa asserted. 
“You knew when the war ended 
in August that the veterans were 
coming back, but nothing was 
done about it. Cannot a member 
of the board initiate legislation?” 

Aldermen Squirm. 

Some of the aldermen squirmed 
uncomfortably. One or two con- 
tended they could introduce bills 
only by request. Albert L. Schweit- 
zer, president of the board, and 
Alderman Jake Sellers, however, 
finally admitted a member “could 
introduce a bill whenever he de- 
sired.” 

Douglas MacLeod, a lawyer, who 
recently was discharged from 
service, asserted, “There is no 
provision in the state law which 
prohibits the Board of Aldermen 
from taking the action we recom- 
mend. We are not urging extra- 
legal steps. This is simply a 
metter of internal aldermanic pro- 
cedure.” 

As the meeting adjourned, with 
no progress having been made, 
Londa remarked, “It’s time to dis- 
regard legal departments and 
stop looking for ‘ifs’ and ‘buts’. 
This is an emergency and de- 
mands action.” 

Complaints on East Side. 

Complaints were also heard on 
the East Side last night when 
about 300 veterans, members 
the newly formed Fast St. Louis 
Enlisted Men's Club, were ad- 
dressed by Congressman Melvin 
Price at East St. Louis City Hall. 

Price, after listening to scores 
of complaints by veterans that 
they were unable to find homes 
for their families, promised he 
would press for legislation to en- 
courage the construction of low- 
cost homes on his return to Wash- 
ington tomorrow, 

Appeals for Housing. 

An appeal to residents in St. 
Louis county to survey their homes 
and residences for some way to 
make housing available to veter- 
ans was made today by John J. 
McAtee, chairman of the County 
Veterans’ Housing Committee. 

McAtee said the number of ap- 
plications received at the County 
Veterans’ Housing Center, 601 
Brentwood boulevard, Clayton, 
since the bureau was opened Jan. 
2, exceeds the number of accom- 
modations available. 

“It felt that the public still 
does not realize the seriousness of 
the situation,” McAtee said, “or 
the possibilities of housing accom- 
modations which can be made 
available in their own homes.” He

List Not Complete. 


The list of Nazi leaders in the 
United States which was made 
public by the War Department is 
not a complete list, it was stated 
by Brig.

Although the 
list was “discovered” by American 
troops, Gén. Booth said neither 
its precise origin nor “whether or 
not it is based on the Nazi party 
files” is known, 
| The master file of Nazi party 
‘members in Germany and otker 
‘countries is in American hands, 
Gen. Booth said. Senator Kilgore, 
‘chairman of a subcommittee which 
has been investigating Germany’s 
‘resources for war, is seeking to 
‘obtain the Nazi master file from 
ithe Army. It was pointed out by 
‘War Department officials that 
that file is an enormous collection 
of records which will require con- 
siderable work to organize into an 
‘intelligible form. 

Kessler, most widely known of

CHUNGKING, Jan. 8 (AP) — 
China’s truce committee ap- 
proached final agreement for ces- 
sation of hostilities at a lengthy 
discussion this afternoon. 

Central government and Com- 
munist representatives issued a 
communique stating “the major 
portion of the problems have been 
settled and certain details remain 
to be discussed and disposed of.” 

The communique was _ issued 
after a meeting with Gen. George 
C. Marshall, President Truman’s 
special envoy to China, who pre- 
sided. The third meeting of the 
committee, which followed a three- 
hour morning session, lasted three 
hours and 40 minutes. The com- 
miteee will meet again tomorrow. 

The agreement is to include 
plans for restoration of communi- 
cations, particularly in North 
China. 


The Chinese press predicted that 
orders to cease firing would be 
issued tomorrow. 

The conferees declined to give 
details, but they seemed opti- 
mistic that final settlement would 
be reached tomorrow before the 
opening Thursday of the Political 
Consultation Conference — inter- 
party and non-partisan parleys 
which will try to settle outstand- 
ing differences between the gov- 
ernment and the Communists. 

This new name for the confer- 
ence, formerly called the Political 
Consultative Council, was decided 
upon by delegates at an unofficial 
preparatory meeting yesterday.

WV ecters its population recovers. 
Russian chief of UNRA’s Yugoslav mission, whose manage- 


ment of its relief activities has aroused the admiration of a staff 
drawn from 18 nations, figures that with UNRA’s efforts pressed 
to the utmost in supplying industrial machinery and raw materials 
the nation will have a hard time standing on its own feet before 


many months. 


It is a nation in ruins, over which the government of Marshal 


Josip Broz (Tito) presides and 
eu pitalism, 

Before the “war Yugoslavia’s 
population was about 16,000,000. In 
the course of World War II about 
1,685,000, most of whom were men 
with an average age of 22, have 
been killed. In addition, 425,000 
more have been totally or partly 
disabled. More than 500,000 build- 
ings, 20 per cent of all in the 
country, have been destroyed or 
seriously damaged and 3,000,006 
persons have been deprived of nor- 
mal shelter. Hundreds of thou- 
sands are living in crude make- 
shift shanties and it is estimated 
that this winter UNRRA alone is 
saving 3,000,000 from starvation. 

The nation’s agriculture has 
been ruthlessly stripped of its live- 
stock (horses, cattle, pigs, sheep 
and poultry) by German, Italian, 
Hungarian and Bulgarian invad- 
ers. Fruit trees and vineyards 
have been destroyed systematical- 
ly; railroads, merchant marine, 
dockyards and bridges blown to 
bits, and equipment like locomo- 
tives and freight cars carried 
away. Telephone exchanges have 
been ruined and half of the coun- 
try’s elementary schools and li- 
braries have been wrecked, Motor 
transport even today is almost 
non-existent, except as the Allies 


bring it in. 


Split in Seven Parts. 


To understand the herculean 
job Marshal Tito’s government 
faced when it finally liberated 
the whole country last summer, 
it is necessary to remember that 
the Axis powers, aided by Yugo- 
slavian Fascists, split the country 
in seven small parts when they 
overran it in 1941. 

They made Croatia an indepen- 
dent country under Ante Pave- 
litch. They gave Dalmatia to 
Italy. Macedonia and south Serbia 
went to Albania, which then be- 
came an Italian protectorate. Part 
of Macedonia went to Bulgaria. 
The Province of Voivodina went 
to Hungary. Small Quisling-ruled 
rump states of Serbia and Monte- 
negro were then formed. 

When Tito’s government became 
master of the country, it found 
it flooded by seven occupational 
currencies. There were Croatian 
kunar, German marks, Hungarian 
pengoe, Romanian lei, Italian lire 
and Albanian francs, in addition 
to a lot of old Serbian dinars, and 
all these currencies totaled 350,- 
000,000,000 dinars in circulation, 
according to prewar exchange val- 
ues, or almost $8,000,000,000, reck- 
Ooning a dinar at 44 to the dollar, 
which was its value before the 
war, 
< Treasury Empty. 

The state treasury was empty. 
There was almost no goods in the 
country on which all this foreign 
Paper money could be spent. The 
gold reserves of the national bank 
had been transported abroad at 
the outbreak of the war. The 
credit balances of the Yugoslav 
banks of issue in the United 
States at the beginning of the 


launches its experiment in state 


conflict were nearly $21,000,000, 
but, according to the Belgrade 
authorities, King Peter’s govern- 
ment in exile and its representa- 
tives got away with about $20,- 
000,000 of this. Tito’s government 
came to power bankrupt in a 
country worse than bankrupt. 

One of its first acts was to cre- 
ate a new .national currency and 
to eliminate practically all the 
prewar internal indebtedness at 
a single stroke. It issued new 
dinars valued officially at 50 to 
the dollar. It exchanged prewar 
dinars and government bonds in 
such dinars at the rate of one 
new dinar for 10 old ones. Nomi- 
nally, the occupational currencies 
in the hands of Yugoslav citizens 
were exchanged in proportion to 
their prewar circulation within 
the country, which made them 
practically valueless, There was 
some relief for small depositors 
in the banks. 


American investments in Yugo- 
Slav economy have been small, 
probably $10,000,000 at the most. 
Socony Vacuum has had a small 
refinery in the country. Interna- 
tional Standard Electric has had 
an interest in a small plant mak- 
ing telephone equipment and there 
are branches in Yugoslavia of the 
Corn Products Refining Co., the 
National Cash Register Co., Inter- 
national Business Machines, Sing- 
er Sewing Machines and Reming- 
ton Rand. 


When I was in Belgrade, Socony 
Vacuum had a representative in 
the country negotiating for the 
return of property, which like all 
industrial plants and many com- 
mercial buildings, was seized by 
Partisan troops when they liber- 
ated the country. One of the first 
acts of the revolutionaries was to 
establish shop committees in many 
plants to run them. The Partisans 
took over the office building of 
the Singer Sewing Machine Co., in 
Belgrade, which the corporation 
owned in fee, and it is now the 
headquarters of the Russian 
Library of Information, similar to 
the information libraries which 
the American Office of War In- 
formation sprinkled around Eur- 
ope during the war and which 
are now run by the United States 
Information Service. 

The Singer representatives 
moved into leased quarters and 
are negotiating through the Amer- 
ican Embassy and the Yugoslav 
Foreign Office for the return of 
their property, but when I was in 
Belgrade no progress had been 
made, The National Cash Register 
Co., and the International Busi- 
ness Machines Co., had been suc- 
cessful, I was informed, in holding 
their offices at Belgrade and Za- 
greb, but the Corn Products prop- 
erty was still in the hands of the 
Yugoslav government. 

Both Tito and Andre Hebranj, 
Minister of Industry, have given 
verbal assurances that foreign 
property of friendly nations will 
be respected.

(In Washington, President Tru- 
man told a preSs conference that 
the United States Government had 
no reason to believe the report 
that Russia had developed its own 
atomic bomb. Atomic bomb ex- 
perts in the capital recalled that 
considerable testimony was pre- 
sented before the Senate Atomic 
Energy Committee that it would 
be several years before any other 
nation could produce an atom 
bomb, but they declined to make 
any direct comment on the Lon- 
donderry report. 

(The New York Herald Tribune 
quoted Dr. Victor F. Weisskopf, 
physicist associated with the con- 
struction of the-atom bomb ex- 
ploded at Los Alamos, N. M., as 
saying the Londonderry report 
sounded “like a lot of foolishness.” 
He added, however, that in view 
of the fact that he was not cer- 
tain how long Russian scientists 
had been working on the problem 
it was not to be considered impos- 
sible. 

(There was no official comment 

in Moscow, but the best informa- 
tion from other sources in the 
Soviet capital appeared to be that 
there was no basis for the re- 
port.) 
Usually well informed British 
sources said they had not seen Dr. 
Armattoe’s statement, but when 
informed of its contents said they 
doubted it very much. 
If the Russians have developed 
an atom bomb, they said, they 
thought “only a small circle of 
people inside Russia would know 
about it.” They added they did not 
understand how Dr. Armattoe 
would know. 


Doubtful of His Information. 


In addition, they said, they were 
unable to understand how Dr. Ar- 
mattoe would have enough knowl- 
edge of the western powers’ atom 
bomb to know whether the pur- 
ported Russian weapon renders it 
obsolete. 

They said they were sure he did 
not know—at least “we certainly 
hope he doesn’t know’’—that much 
about British-American military 
secrets.” 

In Londonderry last night Dr. 
Armattoe said the Russian atom 
bomb, the size of a tennis ball, al- 
ready had been tested and was 
found to have a horizontal pulver- 
ization range of 53 miles and a 
vertical lift of 6.2 miles. ° 

“The temperature generated was 
in the neighborhood of several 
million degrees Centigrade,” Dr. 
Armattoe asserted, adding that the 
purported bomb could be manufac- 
tured on a “mass production scale.” 


Uses Different Principle. 


“The destructive character of 
the British-American bomb  de- 


uranium,” Dr. Armattoe _ said. 
“The Russian bomb, however, de- 
velops its force by a spin or an- 
gular motion, making it more ap- 
plicable for engineering work.” 
Armattoe asserted the Russian 
scientists, if they had not already 
done so, probably would soon be 
able to increase or diminish the 
blast range of the bomb at will. He

The report was made last night by Dr. Raphael E. G. Armattoe, 
director of the Lomeshie Research Center for 
human biology at Londonderry, Northern Ireland. Armattoe, a Negro, 
declined to disclose the source of his information, aside from saying 
that members of the center’s staff were affiliated with Russian sci- 


anthropology and 


said the Russians, in view of 
what he declared was a high de- 
gree of control developed over 
atomic energy in explosives, would 
be able to use it in industrial 
projects involving large-scale 
blasting. 

Although Dr. Armattoe did not 
Say exactly when the bomb test 
had been made, he asserted that 
the Russians had reported success 
in atomic experiments last Dec. 
18. He added that a second test 
is scheduled for late January in 
a mountainous country. 


Says Germans Helped. 


Two captured German physicists 
assisted the Russians in the de- 
velopment of the bomb, Dr. Ar- 
mattoe said. He said the Soviet 
Council of Defense had ordered a 
group of Russian scientists to con- 
centrate on atomic research imme- 
diately after t:.e British-American 
atom bomb was disclosed to the 
world. 


He identified one of the Russian 
scientists engaged in the atom 
bomb development as Peter Ka- 
pitza, whom the Soviét press last 
November reported engaged in 
important atomic research at 
Mount Alagos, in the Armenian 
Socialist Republic. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment newspaper Izvestia cred- 
ited Kaptiza with discoveries “of 
Outstanding interest.” 

Other Russian scientists who 
directed the research, he said, 
were named Semyonov, Zeldovitch 
and Vilavov. He did not know 
their first names.

LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP). 

T. GEN. SIR FREDERICK 
L= MORGAN has refused to 

resign as chief of United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administratfon operations in Ger- 
many, the agency’s London head- 
quarters said today. 


Announcement previously had 
been made that Gen. Morgan was 
requested by UNRRA in London 
to come here and resign, after 
he had told a press conference 
that he believed a secretly plotted 
exodus of Jews from Europe was 
under way. An UNRRA spokes- 
man said Morgan replied that he 
was not resigning and that he 
would wait fuller information be- 
fore leaving for London. 

UNRRA headquarters in Wash- 
ington-earlier had requested that 
the General resign because of his 
remarks about the Jews. 

UNRRA officials here conferred 
at length today after receiving 
Morgan's reply. There was no in- 
dication when they would take 
further action, although it was be- 
lieved there would be no an- 
nouncement for at least a week. 

Meanwhile, his office staff in 
Frankfort was understood to have 
sent a group message to UNRRA 
headquarters in Washington 
porting that their work in Europe 
for the first time was being con-

In Defense of Mr. Reuther 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was shocked by your editorial against 
“Reuther’s Revolution,” in which you 
condemned the UAW because it wants to 
negotiate with General Motors about 
profits and prices. I cannot understand 
why it is dangerous for democracy to 
have employes demanding a voice in cor- 
poration policies which determine not 
only their own future but the welfare of 
the entire nation. Why is it Fascistic to 
demand that General Motors be brought 
into a democratic process in which the 
people of the country, through their la- 
bor unions and through their Govern- 
ment, can plan solutions to our desperate 
economic problems? a 

The UAW has taken a remarkably 
far-sighted stand in insisting that prices 
be geared to wages. For the first time, a 
great national union is demanding that 
the interest of the public be served by 
refusing to allow an increase in prices, 

Manufacturers previously have passed 
on higher wage costs by raising prices. 
The UAW is now demanding that pub- 


lic buying power be increased through 


higher wages, but not decreased through 
increased prices. Economists, except 
those paid to think otherwise, point out 
that lack of buying power is the basic 
cause of unemployment and depressions. 

General Motors, in common with most 
of its fellow corpprations, has shown lit- 
tle inclination to grapple seriously with 
the unemployment problem. Yet it is 
unemployment and depressions which 
cause dictators to rise, not economic 
planning and negotiation between labor 
and management. Remember Germany! 
Did Hitler rise to power because of eco- 
nomic planning, or the lack of it? 

There is a tyranny greater than that 
of striking wage earners who gamble 
the bread and butter and homes of their 
families. It is the tyranny of a corpora- 
tion which admits no law superior to its 
own law of more and more profits. Yes, 
freedom is at stake in Genera] Motors. 

It is the freedom of little men and 
women to have a voice in their own des- 
tiny. It is freedom from the tyranny of 
corporations which can stand having 
everything regulated except profits — 
which of course means that nothing is 
really regulated. The UAW is demand- 
ing nothing more than the regulation of 
wages, prices and profits in the interest 
of national economic security. Anything 
less than this is a farce, because the em- 
ployer can destroy the effect of higher 
wages by increasing prices. 

Economic chaos is not freedom. It, 
too, is a tyranny—the tyranny of empty 
stomachs and crying babies which drives 
men into the clawing grasp of Fascism. 

In the prayerbook of the church in 
which I am a minister, we have prayers 
for “the President of the United States 
and all in Civil Authority,” for “the Cler- 
gy and People” and for “All Conditions 
of Men,” but I can’t find any for the 
president of General Motors. I wonder 
if they would like to have us put one in. 
They don’t intend to negotiate. Perhaps 
they want us to pray.

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Eat Smoke and Like It? 


Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion article is 
a relic of a sooty era that should now be laid 
away in its shroud of smoke, The article does 
not, we are persuaded, speak for East St. Louis 
on smoke elimination, and it is factually in- 
accurate. * 

What exists in this screed is a compound 
of suspicion and nonchalant indifference. Once 
it was not so uncommon to find such smug 
defenses of lung-blackening, soot-chewing and 
blighted living. Once there were more persons 
who could boast that “we know all about smoke 
. » . we have breathed it and eaten it for years 
and years,” and presumably found it tasty. 

That attitude was dying in the year following 
passage of the St. Louis smoke ordinance. 
that year our school children suddenly had 
healthy air to breathe, houses became clean, the 
business district began to brighten in the new 
clear atmosphere and 88 new industries ‘moved 
into a more attractive city. 

Conseguently, it is odd to find a columnist 
who will attempt to brush the fly ash and grime 
off arguments that died of fallacy long ago. 

We are asked by him to believe that our 
smoke ordinance “kicked the props out from un- 
der. the Illinois coal market,” whereas St. Louis 
is buying 80 per cent of its coal from Illinois, 
and is actually buying more than before passage 
of the smoke ordinance. 

Now, although the writer charges that St. 
Louis’s smoke ordinance wrecked the Illinois coal 
industry, he does not find any excitement over 
the issue, or any opposition, much less support. 
He finds only apathy. We don’t get it. If the 
smoke ordinance did to the coal industry what 
he claims it did, the present move for ridding 
East St. Louis of smoke ought to be producing 
a revolution over there. 

Of course, there are some dissenters over 
there. Five Mayors have called for action against 
smoke. The Chamber of Commerce across the 
river is getting busy. Favorable responses are 
reaching Mayor Kaufmann from the 40 indus- 
tries and 14 railroads to which he appealed for 
smoke elimination. So, no one is excited and 
no gne of importance was even consulted about 
the anti-smoke campaign! 

On the other hand, the columnist argues about 
which side of the river is the suburb of which, 
and how to widen the Mississippi so the bridges 
won't span it. His argument is who knows most 
about smoke, and presumably we in St. Louis 
don’t know much about it because we got rid 
of ours. 

St. Louis is not just begging a favor of the 
Illinois communities. We breathe the refuse of 
their chimneys only 24 per cent of the time, 
when the wind is easterly. The East Side resi- 
dents have to live with it. And if they wait for 
the promised processed fuel, as the Mirror ar- 
ticle proposes, they’ll be waiting for pennies from 
Heaven while everybody in this area chews more 
or less soot. 

The answer to a major portion of the smoke 
problem in the metropolitan district is simple 
enough. 

It is for 40 industries and 14 railroads which 
create most of the smoke on the East Side to use 


efficient combustion apparatus and Diesel loco- - 


motives. They do not have to stop burning 
Illinois coal, but they should be compelled to 
burn it so it doesn’t smoke. ° 

Eat smoke and like it? The attitude is archaic. 
It is an attitude of personal debasement and 
civic degeneracy. It is not, as indorsements of 
the new campaign across the river have shown, 
the attitude of the East Side. 
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Slow Motion on Palestine 

It was on Nov. 13 that President Truman an- 
nounced the decision to set up a British-Amer- 
ican commission of inquiry before any action 
was taken on opening the doors of Palestine to 
Jewish refugees from Europe. But not until 
yesterday, 55 days later, did the commission 
begin its hearings. 

The Washington ,hearings are only the first 
stage of the investigation. It was indicated yes- 
terday that the committee wants to visit dis- 
placed-persons camps in Europe as its next step. 
Then will probably follow a trip to Palestine for 
further investigation. After that, deliberations; 
next, recommendations; then examination of the 
committee’s plan by the two governments; more 
deliberation on their part; finally, some day in 
the unpredictable future, a decision, if they can 
agree. 

President Truman has urged the inquiry to 
act with the utmost possible speed in its im- 
portant work. Meanwhile, thousands of refugees 
wait in the European camps for some hope of 
admittance to Palestine so they may start life 
anew. The delay of 55 days in even opening 
the inquiry is disturbing evidence that the critics 
are correct in condemning the inquiry as a de- 
vice for postponing decision on a troublesome 
issue, 
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- The Perennial Days 

Our reviewer reports that Father Day, in the 
present circuit of “Life With Father,” seems 
tired. Well he may be, for his vehicle has 
journeyed long and far. The play itself, how- 
ever, is anything but tired. Its present visit to 
St. Louis is the fifth, and by all indications it 
may still be going strong after the proverbial 
ninth. 

Its unimpaired vigor lies in this: “Father,” as 
Clarence Day set him down in two slim books 
and Howard Lindsay and Russel Crouse trans- 
lated him to the stagé, is that consummate art 
which seems no art at all. To see the Days at 
home with their small comedies and never-too- 
serious mishaps is like actually being at home 
with middle-class Americans whose names are 
legion. And it matters not in the least that the 
setting in time is now older than most of us, 
for the setting in substance is timeless. 

The continued delight of audiences in “Father” 
stands in interesting contrast with that creed of 
showmanship which holds that everything goes 
except semblance of life as it actually happens. 
To an extent, the impresarios of “escape” drama 
are shrewdly right. We are great-grandchildren 
of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” and grandchildren of 
“Ben Hur,” and many of us are young enough 
to be children of “Abie’s Irish Rose,” that con- 
coction of corn of the Bathtub Gin Epoch. A 
good many of us, too, were enjoying the comic-

strip unrealism of “Tobacco Road” only a few 
years back in the Depression Epoch, 

But yesterday and today, and without a doubt 
tomorrow, are full of zest for this “Life” that 
has the feel of life. Lf it does nothing more, it 
proves that we may lap up the grim falsities 
of Jeeter Lester and the slick boudoir falsities 
of the films, but between the bitter Martini and 
sticky dessert we welcome—just as Clarence 
Day's father did—solid beef and potatoes. Will 
Hollywood and Broadway please take note? 
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Abundance by Shortcut? 

A letter printed on this page today, taking 
issue with our remarks on Waiter P. Reuther’s 
aims, invites further comments: 

1. Prices are always related in some degree 
to wages, so it is no invention of Mr. Reuther’s. 
His bringing it up, however, does raise the ques- 
tion whether he would want to gear them go 
tightly together if prices were to fall sharply. 

2. Mr. Reuther couches his demand to General 
Motors on ability to pay—and then proposes to 
impose the same wage scale on the other auto- 
mobile manufacturers. If, as’: OPA’s price de- 
terminations imply, General Motors has the 
greatest ability to pay, what, except absorption 
in a monopoly, could then happen to its com- 
petitors? 

3. “Our national policies,” said the previous 
editorial, ‘‘must somehow get enough purchasing 
power in the hands of the right people to keep 
all our wealth and our people profitably em- 
ployed.” But there is more than one way to do it. 

The better way consists in stronger anti- 
monopoly policy and administration, tax policies 
designed to discourage extortionate prices by 
recapturing and redistributing excessive profits, 
enlarged social insurance and the like. Mr. 
Reuther is not satisfied with such evolutionary 
means. He avowedly wants to kill competition 
and set up NRA-like machinery to fix wages, 
prices and profits in each industry. When each 
industry is thus cartelized, Government must 
ride herd over all—and in the end we get, not 
freedom and abundance, but such an industrial 
order as Italy had under Mussolini. 

Mr. Reuther’s ideal of plenty for all is noble. In 
the thirst to achieve it by shortcut, however, he 
and his partisans innocently embrace an abom- 
inable method that could only defeat the ideal 
and leave our nation far worse off than it is in 
abundance and freedom alike.’ We do, as our 
correspondent suggests, “remember Germany’’— 
and also how closely the scheme of German 
industry under Hitler resembles the scheme 
Mr. Reuther proposes for the United States. 
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Chester Davis on Bank Salaries 


Since Federal Reserve banks are in many 
ways servants of their members, it is worth 
marking down when President Chester C. Davis 
of the St. Louis Bank says that bank salaries 
are too low. 

The case, however, is clear. As is common 
knowledge and as was paraded through our 
letter column recently, rank-and-file employes 
draw scandalously poor pay. (A .letter printed 
today, in which a Federal Judge is shown to 
have taken judicial notice of the subject, is very 
much in pdint.) Justice says bank employe wages 
should be in line with those of comparable em- 
ployment in other businesses. Common sense 
and Chester Davis attest that unless their wages 
are brought up, the banks will steadily lose 
their best people. It has happened in the past, 
and the burden is on the banks to prove that 
the drains have not been more costly than better 
wages would be. 
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The City’s Duty Toward Housing 

The report from Washington on what has 
become of the approximately 800,000 housing 
units which the Federal Government built for 
the war emergency should awaken St. Louis to 
the need to take bold and sweeping measures 
for itself. Most of the 35,000 trailers and all of 
the other units are already being used. We shall 
have to shift for ourselves; and the sooner we 
start shifting, the better. 

The hope of a ready-made solution is a vain 
one. It would be very pleasant if the thousands 
and thousands of houses required in St. Louis 
could be painlessly picked up somewhere and 


- transported to this city. Since it can’t be done, 


the only recourse is for emergency housing to 
be built here, and in large quantities, and start- 
ing now. ° 

The city administration seems to be gripped 
in a strange paralysis of doubt and indecision 
and delay with respect to the housing problem. 
Little is being done, and it is being done with 
exaggerated slowness. Every day the situation 
is not coped with, it becomes worse, 

St. Louis is drifting toward a first-rate dis- 
aster, which threatens to cause violence and 
damage to public health and public morals. Let 
us say again: The record of St. Louis in provid- 
ing housing for its returning veterans is a record 
of disgraceful failure. When is the community 
going to start doing something about it? 
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A Makeshift Intelligence Agency 

The single intelligence organization which the 
State Department has designed is an inadequate 
makeshift, and the fault for its being so rests 
squarely on the shoulders of President Truman, 
who ordered it designed that way. 

One of the costly lessons the war taught us 
was that the old way of gathering, analyzing and 
distributing intelligence—disconnectedly and on 
a shoestring—is like fighting with a popgun in 
the Atomic Age. In the Office of Strategic 
Services, we set up a truly modern intelligence 
agency, which did not stop with co-ordinating 
the intelligence already gathered by the depart- 
ments, but took an aggressive role, filling in the 
gaps and ferreting out the significance of facts 
which departments had but did not understand. 

When OSS was disbanded, the man who built 
and directed it, Gen. William J. Donovan, pro- 
posed the establishment of a permanent organi- 
zation along the same lines. .Instead, President 
Truman ordered a co-ordinating agency planned 
which would be only a passive vessel for the 
receipt and distribution of the information gath- 
ered by the departments. 

What is wanted is an autonomous agency 
which will do continuously, in peace as in war, 
the fighting job of intelligence which Donovan's 
OSS did.

Effort to end smoke nuisance across river is “one of those seven- 
day crusades inspired by West Side newspapers,” says columnist 
of in East Side paper; he contends that the St. Louis anti-smoke ordi- 
nance “kicked the props out from under the Illinois coal market.”

The West Side (that’s St. Louis) is in the 
throes of another crusade to do something 
about smoke abatement on the East Side. 
West Side newspapers have been printing 
pictures of smoke rolling from East Side 
chimneys and pointing out that when the 
wind is right (wrong, from their standpoint) 
a pall of soot and smoke sullies the West 
Side’s pristine atmosphere. 


Letters have been written to East Side 
industries pointing out the good points of 
smoke abatement, and a great many of the 
industries have replied saying that they 
are perfectly aware of the benefits to be 
derived from less smoke and are in favor 
of some kind of a program that will per- 
mit them to comply. 


“Nobody Greatly Excited” 


The East Side Mayor and Chamber of 
Commerce have been quoted at length, al- 
though nobody thought to write letters to 
these two groups. The whole thing seems 
to be one of those seven-day crusades in- 
spired by West Side newspapers with which 
the West Side Mayor is going along, 

Over here, nobody is greatly excited 
about it, however. We know all about smoke 
here. We have breathed it and eaten it for 
years and years. The smoke is caused by 
burning Illinois soft coal, and we probably 
will continue to burn Illinois soft coal for 
years to come. The West Side smoke ordi- 
nance passed several years ago kicked the 
props out from under the Illinois coal mar- 
ket across the river, and nobody in Illinois 
wants to kick out any more props. 

That doesn’t mean that Illinoisans are 
not in faver of smoke abatement. We are. 
We who have been wiping greasy soot off 
of venetian blinds and table tops, have been 
breathing and coughing smoke for so long, 
are definitely for less of it, 


There is an economic problem involved, 
however. The coal is ours. The men who 
mine it and haul it and sell it are ours. If 
we quit burning it, they. are out of jobs. 
That smoke-filled Illinois coal.is a big part 
of Southern Illinois’ bread and butter, and 
we were hard hit when the West Side ordi- 
nance cut into our market. 


Science to Provide Answers 


And so nobody over here is very much 
excited about the campaign. Certainly we 
are not going to have smoke abatement 
legislated upon us by the West Siders. As 
we see it, the smoke problem is one that 
will have to be solved by science rather 
than legislation. 


Whenever a process can be developed 
that will permit us to burn our own coal 
with less smoke, and make that coal avail- 
able to householder and industry at a rea- 


sonable price, then we will be getting 


somewhere. 

A number of such processes have been in 
the experimental stage for some time. The 
University of Illinois, the State of Illinois 
and other agencies were at work long be- 
fore World War II started. The war has 
delayed experimentation to a certain ex- 
tent, but on the other hand, the vast strides 
made by science as a result of the war can 
be capitalized upon now that peace has 
come. 

Certainly, any sort of working agreement 
between the. West Side and the East Side 
on smoke control is not going to be arrived 
at by the methods being employed in the 
present crusade. The spadework was done 
by a West Side newspaper reporter who 
came across the river, talked to several 
people and then went away. Then the cam- 
paign was launched in ‘his newspaper and 
almost simultaneously the letters went out 
from the West Side City Hall, 


“Blasts” at East Side 


Back in 1939 and 1940, when the West 
Side had the heat on in a similar campaign, 
the City of East St. Louis and business and 
industrial groups were consulted. Mayor 
Connors and a number of others over here 
took a deep interest in the matter, and at 
that time it was pretty well established 
that processing of Illinois coal was the only 
solution here. 

This time, neither our Mayor nor our 
business groups were officially contacted. 
The blasts were leveled at the ‘“‘East Side,” 
as usual. If anything good crops up on 
our side of the river, we are part of “the 
St. Louis metropolitan area.” If it is bad, 
we are the “East Side,” so far as St. Louis 
is concerned, 

This campaign will run its course as all 
other such campaigns always have in the 
past. Its sole benefit will be to arouse re- 
newed interest in stimulating research into 
methods of burning Illinois coal with less 
smoke. The time will come when we will 
have smoke control over here. Then we 
may be welcomed back into the “St. Louis 
metropolitan area” once more.

Gracetul Book of Travels 
In the Irish Countryside 


‘Lovely is the Lee,’’ by Robert Gibbings. (E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co., New York.) 

The Lee is a river in Ireland, and along 
its course through the Southern and West- 
ern part of the country are villages full of 
those pleasures that Robert Gibbings finds 
necessary to an enjoyment of man and his 
works—pleasures for the antiquarian, the 
philologist and the lover of folklore, nature, 
literature, native poetry and wit. 

Discursively, Gibbings mingles supersti- 
tions and sapient geological and botanical 
notes. His Nature is a book of countless 
pages, each with not one but many beaue- 
ties. His people are hospitable, easy-going, 
unhurried, gay. Their daily lives and the 
beliefs that color their behavior comple 
ment the author’s own great and healthy 
humanity, 

This is a travel book in the sense that it 
takes the reader to an unfamiliar country 
and generates an awareness that will long 
glow repeatedly at mention of that country. 
It is a book of nature, in the truest sense, 
fit to be mentioned respectfully with Hud- 
son, Peattie, Jefferies, Williamson, Thoreau, 
Muir, even the craggy Doughty. For have 
not all these made man amid his natural 
environment more understandable, often 
more likable? 


* * * 

No orthodox approach for Gibbings. Like 
Jackie Sheehan, who had an encyclopedia 
and who found every subject in it good, 
Gibbings has a magnetic and magnifying 
love for all things. He picks them up and 
passes them to us refined, humorous, lov- 
ingly rolled on the tongue. 

Whether in Dublin or in Cork, in Galway 
or the Aran Islands, on the river itself or 
in some village shebeen, Gibbings attracts 
stories as surely as a fishing village at- 
tracts gulls; stories that make the anecdo- 
tal element one of the book’s most charming. 

The countryside, however, is the great 
Presence in “Lovely is the Lee.” The river 
itself, whether placid Waltonesque wander- 
er or mountain torrent, is a lovely thread 
indeed on which to string the country por- 
traits Gibbings does so well. The author's 
own wood engravings, each a minor gem, 
illuminate a book already full of the sun- 
shine of human beings and a varied nature,

Like Gibbings’s “Sweet Thames Run 
Softly. and_"Coming Down the Wye,” this 
book tells wlth captivating ease and grace 
a pastoral story of memorable detail and 
warmth. All three may remind some read- 
ers of the perceptiveness in Gilbert White's 
“The Natural History of Selborne,” or the 
riches peculiar to H. E. Bates's “Down the 
River” (England’s Nene and Ouse) and 
“Through the Wood.” Through them rush- 
es and ripples, like a fast-moving stream, 
an enthusiasm for all living things, for all 
that is strange and beautiful, 

In days when we seem more and more 
certainly headed for a mechanized extinc- 
tion, it is books like this that act to per- 
petuate time-hallowed, time-enriched values. 
Gibbings himself is an “object lesson in 
living’; his book, a text of infinite store.

typichl American cook who 

loaf 
of rye bread. anyone who 
can bake goo read or rolls from 
white flour/can bake an equally 
fine loaf Limpa which contains 
a good “proportion of rye flour 
and has a rich rye flavor blended 
with that of orange rind and 
caraway seeds, The four impor- 
tant things to remember when 
baking this bread is to never 
put the yeast to soften in water 
or milk that is hotter than luke- 
warm, or the yeast plants will be 
killed. Two, the dough should be 
kneaded until it is smooth and 
elastic. Three, the kneaded dough 
which is covered should be set 
in a cozy place around 85 degrees 
fahrenheit and stand long enough 
for it to double in bulk before 
shaping into loaves. Four, the 
shaped loaves should be put into 
metal, not glass pans, to rise the 
second time and to be baked, be- 
cause the glass produces too 
brown a loaf for bread made of 
so much dark flour. Baking at 
400 degrees fahrenheit for the 
first 10 minutes and then finish- 
ing at 375 degrees fahrenheit 
gives a loaf of greater spring and 
one with a crust not so dark a 
brown as would result if the bak- 
ing were done entirely at 400 de- 
grees fahrenheit. .Bread has to 
remain in the oven long enough 
for the loaves to bake done all 
the way through and for the 
crumb to have the best flavor 
and appearance, but since the crust 
is the first part of the loaf we 
see, it is also important that it 
be attractive. This Limpa bread 
is excellent to eat as is, it is de- 
licious toasted, and it makes ex- 
cellent sandwiches when the fill- 
ing is of cream, cottage or other 
cheese mixture, 


Swedish Limpa Bread. 


One and one-quarter cups milk, 
one teaspoon granulated sugar, 
one-fourth cup lukewarm water, 
one package dry granular yeast 
or one cake compressed yeast, 
two teaspoons caraway seed, one 
tablespoon salt, one-third cup 
brown sugar packed firmly: (or 
dark molasses), one tablespoon 
grated orange rind, one-half cup 
water, three cups rye _ flour 
(loosely packed), three tablespoons 
melted shortening, three and one- 
fourth cups sifted all-purpose 
flour. 

Scald the milk. Stir one tea- 
spoon of sugar into the lukewarm 
water. Add yeast and let stand 10 
minutes. Add the caraway seed, 
salt, sugar (or molasses), orange 
rind and water to milk and cool 
to lukewarm, Combine with the 
yeast mixture and beat well. Add 
the rye flour and beat vigorously. 
Add the cooled shortening and 
beat well. Add all-purpose flour 
(except one-fourt™ cup) gradually 
to make a stiff dough. Sprinkle 
board with remaining flour and 
knead quickly and lightly for 
eight minutes. Round up into a 
ball and place in a greased bowl. 
Turn to grease top. Cover and set 
in a warm place (85 degrees 
Fahr.) free from drafts until 
dough has doubled in bulk (one 
and one-half hours). Divide dough 
in half. Round up each portion, 
cover and let rest for ten min- 
utes. Shape into loaves. Place in 
greased bread pans 8%x4%x2% 
inches, Cover and let rise until 
double in bulk (one and one-half 
hours), Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (400 degrees Fahr.) for 10 
minutes. Reduce heat to 375 de- 
grees Fahr. and continue baking 
for 40 minutes. Remove to cooling 
rack. Cool uncovered and away 
from drafts. Two loaves.

Cut the butter or margarine and 
lard into flour until shortening is 
the size of peas. Mix the sugar, 
salt and baking powder with cold 
water and add to first mixture, 
stirring with a knife. Roll pastry 
one-quarter inch thick. Cut in 
four-inch circles. Place apple 
Sauce on one half, wet edges and 
double pastry over, pressing edges 
together. Prick and bake at 450 
degrees until delicately brown, 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar.

o do give way are weak and 
spineless creatures. That’s the 
trouble with Americans in gen- 
eral; we won't take a stand. So 
won't I please write a warning to 
the general public against this in- 
creasing vice of compromise? 

Yes, I'll gladly write about com- 
promise, sister, but not from your 
angle. For I believe that compro- 
mise is the very essence of 
strength. 

Once when I was much younger 
and even more stupid than I am 
now I did not believe in compro- 
mise either. I took my stands and 
kept them regardless of hell or 
high water. I thought I was be- 
ing noble. Now I know that I was 
merely being ornery—a conceited 
nuisance. 

For life in itself is one long se- 
ries of. compromises. This isn’t 
only true of man, it’s true of every 
form of life. Take the humble 
carrot.

And a very deep spiritual as 
well as psychological truth lies 
behind these facts.

Launching the wine-bottle  sil- 
houette as one of best typifying 
the American look for 1946, the 
sixth national press week spon- 
sored by the New York Press In- 
stitute for the fashion writers of 
the country started off yesterday 
with an emphasis upon smooth 
curves, a whirl of hemlines and a 
swish of big sleeves, 

This new silhouette liked by the 
New York designers provides a 
slender midriff with fullness curv- 
ing out below the hipline and with 
the hem as wide as the law allows. 
The line differs from the French 
one, but stresses padded hips and 
a bulky look, and therefore lays 
claim to being strictly American, 
The theory is that the American 
women don’t agree with the Par- 
isians about the becomingness of 
a hippy accent. They want to 
keep a slender figure gained 
through their wartime activity, so 
any padding which goes on their 
skirts must be low placed. 

Other important trends for 
spring indorsed by these New 
York designers include low hip- 
line drapery, new low shoulder 
treatment, bare midriffs for eve- 
ning as well as for the beach, the 
uneven hemline for dress up, and 
plenty of fullness for skirts and 
sleeves. Daytime skirts are longer; 
evening ones are getting shorter. 
The bare midriffs often are “off- 
side” which means one side of 
the waistline section is covered 
while the other is bare. Tailored 
suits have longer jackets; dress- 
maker types often have shorter 
ones, Stiff fabrics are in demand, 
Pure silks are back in greater 
abundance as are good-looking 
cottons. The general theme is a 
spirited and gay one although 
colors, are subdued rather than 
bright. The motion of the sil- 
houette contributes the gayety. 

A fashion forum to chart the 
course of the showings and give 
the visitors the highlights of the 
spring trends was an innovation 
at the opening of this sixth press 
week, At this forum representa- 
tives of the Dress Institute preg 
sented striking posters to illus- 
trate the features regarded as 
most significant while Mrs, Kath- 
leen Small of the information 
division of the civilian produc- 
tion administration in Washing- 
ton explained why L-85 regula- 
tions have continued. She said. 
that the big demand for fabrics 
both at home and abroad and 
production problems had been im- 
portant factors in this situation. 

Not satisfied to let the spring 
‘clothes produced under the costin- 
uing L-85 regulations tell their 
fashion story, the designers have 
dreamed up some freedom themes 
not Jegal and therefore not for 
sale, but indicative of the way 
they want the style winds to start 
blowing when the Government 
waives its rules about yardage. 
Most of the designers have a few 
dream types in their collections, 
These illegal models are there not 
only to prove what the creators 
could do if Uncle Sam hadn't kept 


hope that they will be dismissed 
before the current season has end- 
ed and these forbidden clothes can 
reach the retail market, 

Sometimes it is a little difficult 
to distinguish the right from the 
wrong because the spring fashions 
which are legal are going in for 
volume. The sleeves as well as 
the skirts have used all the mate- 
rial permissible and look even big- 
ger than they actually measure 
because of certain tricks of fabric 
manipulation, Illegal ones are 
bolder in their display of pleats as 
well as gathers, while numerous 
fabric frills now regarded as non- 
essential have been added. One 
designer eager to launch the 
shorter evening dress with lots of 
hemline fullness has drawn a line 
with basting thread through floor- 
length models as a hint for short- 
ening. 

If anyone thought that _last 
summer's fashions had a bare look 
to them, eyes will blink at the 
new season’s naked emphasis. Nat 
only are there bare midriffs in 
those off-side angles, but bare 
arms and shoulders and novel 
slashings to reveal the skin at 
surprising places. The small of 
the back is a focal point for bare- 
ness. Necklines which plunge al- 
most to the waistline, slashes 
across the bosom or the back of 
cOver-up bodices, peak-a-boo fab- 
rics, and black eyelet embroidery 
to reveal the skin all illustrate 
this feature. 

Shoulders are more normal than 
they have been for many seasons. 
In fact, there is a definite trend 
toward the narrow shoulder line 
although big sleeves and bulky 
armholes provide a balanced sil- 
houette for the wider skirt. Neck- 
lines are inconsistent, some of 
them being cut quite low while 
others ride high around the chin 
in the directoire manner. 

Claire McCardell’s designs for 
Townley Frocks were shown in 
the first individual showing yes- 
terday and proved to be quite 
typical of the themes that are ad- 
vanced for spring. She used high, 
upstanding collars for suit jack- 
ets, repeated with a spirited ac- 
cent her hip-rounding skirts and 
fenerally proved that this silhou- 
ette, regarded several seasons ago 
by the conservatives as unbecom- 
ing, has hit a top flight position, 

Fabrics also were unusually im- 
pressive. Especially noteworthy 
were calico prints, satin-striped 
ginghams and lovely chambrays. 
Gabardine for beach wear was 
highlighted. Noted for her novel 
designs in beach wear, Miss Mc- 
Cardell introduced a clever barrel 
bathing suit. This proved to be 
a strapless model held up with 
elastic hidden in the bodice ruffle, 
while bloomer legs also used elas- 
tic tightening. A sash of calico 
from which the suit was made was 
tied around the waistline of this 
barrel-like garment. 

The next collection, that of Ren- 
eta proved to be as ladylike in 
quality as the McCardell one was 
carefree. Tribute was paid to 
“Madame President” in an exten- 
sive showing of dignified clothes

West's holding did not offer any 
attractive opening lead, and as 
what appeared to be the least of 
evils, he selected the spade ten. 
Dummy played low and South 
won with the ace. On a low heart 
lead to dummy West ducked and 
the ten won, Now another trump 
lead knocked out West's ace, and, 
though still reluctant to lead from 
his club king, he shifted to a low 
card in that suit. 

For reasons of his own declarer 
played the club six from dummy 
—did he think West had led away 
from king-queen?—and East won. 
Now, desperately anxious to ruff 
the club ace, East, returned his 
fourth-highest diamond, to put his 
partner in. West won with. the 
diamond jack and promptly laid 
down the diamond ace. Declarer 
ruffed, drew East’s trump, cashed 
the spade queén, and then could 
claim the balance. 

Declarer’s error was in failing 
to put up the club ace and lead- 
ing the king and jack of spades 
for the discard of his singleton 
diamond. 

The defensive error was West's 
failure to sense that East could 
ruff a second club lead. There 
were several strong indications, 
one being that East had obviously 
returned his fourth-highest dia- 
mond, thus marking Southa’ nine 
(by the Rule of 11) as his only 
diamond higher than the six-spot 
East had led. Well, if East had 
deliberately led away from the 
king-queen, he must have had an 
urgent desire to put West in the 
lead!
